As soon as Governor Earle affixes 
his signature to the bill, he will an­ 
nounce the personnel of the nine- 
member commission as provided by 
the measure to arrange the prelim­ 
inaries for the Diamond Jubilee an­ 
niversary here of the most famous 
battle of the Civil war, fought tm 
July I, 2 and 3, 1863.

j tion of their ship, all the lights of
